MACHINE-GUN-TYPE PISTOL 
USED BY KING'S ASSASSIN 


New Automatic Capable of Firing 
Two Charges of 10 Bullets 
Without Reloading.

MARSEILLES, France:, Oct. 12. 
—The assassination of King Alex- 
ander of Jugo-Slavia and Foreign 
Barthou of France 
done with a new machine- 
gun type pistol, 


experts say. 

The assassin fired 10 shots, seven 
of which struck the three occupants 
of the back seat of the official 
automobile. The slayer had two 
pistols and a hand grenade, but 
used only one pistol. 

This pistol was a new kind of 
automatic Mauser, capable of 
firing two charges of 10 bullets 
each without reloading, at a rate 
of 280 shots a minute. It had a 
range adjustable from 50 to 1000 
meters. In the butt was a metal 
extension enabling transformation 
into a carbine. A special regulator 
enabled the user either to fire single 
shots, or to release the bullets in 
bursts like a machine gun as long 
as pressure was kept on the 
trigger. 

The man who killed King Alex- 
ander had regulated the weapon 
for machine-gun fire but by skill- 
ful pressure on the trigger was able 
to control the fire and aim at each 
of his victims.

Peter T. Barrett, representing Re- 
publican contestants for the nomi- 
nations for Justice of the Peace 
and Constable in the Fifth District, 
which includes the Nineteenth 
Ward, told Circuit Judge Ryan yes- 
terday that an incomplete recount 
had disclosed “glaring frauds.” 
Waechter was informed of Barrett's 
charge when Judge Ryan sum- 
moned him into court to discuss 
means of speeding the recount. 

The suspensions, equally divided 
as to Republicans and Democrats, 
are of the 44 election judges and 
the 22 clerks in precincts 1, 2, 11, 
12, 13, 14, 15, 16, 17, 18 and 19. The 
Nineteenth Ward contains 19 pre- 
cincts, 

“The suspensions were made not 
only in view of what Barrett stated 
in court but also on the strength of 
other reports made to the board,” 
Waechter said. “We are informed 
that the election officials in some 
of these precincts directly disre- 
garded the board’s instructions in 
the recent primary that all ballots 
were to be counted both by Re- 
publican and Democratic officials.” 

Majority Old Appointees. 

Waechter said that 42 of the 66 
suspended officials were appointed 
by a previous election board, of 
which Miss Emma J. Bobb was 
chairman. Miss Bobb is secretary 
of the Non-Partisan Honest Elec- 
tion Committee, which Waechter 
has asserted is “purely a Repub- 
lican organization.” 

The suspended officials will re- 
ceive an opportunity to be heard 
before the Election Board, accord- 
ing to Waechter, who said they 
would be reinstated promptly if 
they proved their innocence. Mean- 
while, the board will appoint new 
judges and clerks to serve in the 
election Nov. 6. 

Waechter said the new officials 
would be selected by the board 
without consideration of recommen- 
dations by city committeemen and 
committeewomen. 

Although the recount is being 
conducted secretly by appointees 
of Judge Ryan, it has been report- 
ed that a gain vf about 1000 votes 
in the Nineteenth Ward was\shown 
‘for one of the contestants im the 
Fifth Justice of the Peace District 
and that contestants gained as 
many as 100 votes individual 
precincts. 

The contests, pending before 
Judge Ryan, are by Maurice J. Gor-

Destroyer Given Italian

A. F.L. Convention Orders 
Council to Organize Mo- 
tor and Cement Plants 


On That Basis.

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 12. — The 
convention of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor voted yesterday to 
organize workers in mass produc- 
tion industries into single unions, 
rather than by crafts.

By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—Insuffi- 
cient feed supplies to maintain live- 
stock on normal rations, and higher 
prices for poorer quality meat were 
predicted today by the Bureau of 


Agricultural Economics. 

‘In a report to Chester C. Davis, 
Farm Administrator, the Bureau, 
after canvassing 100,000 farmers, 
said that feed grain supplies would 
be 3,000,000 tons short of this win- 
ter’s requirements and hay supplies 
inadequate by 1,600,000 tons. 

Because of the drouth, the Bu- 
reau said, “the decrease in live- 
stock numbers, as a result of great- 
ly reduced hog production and in- 
creased slaughter of cattle and 
sheep this year, together with the 
shortage of feed crops necessary for 
fattening livestock, will result in a 
very marked reduction in both 
numbers and weights of animals for 
slaughter during most of 1935.” 
After caring for work animals and 
maintaining 90 per cent of the nor- 
mal supply of milk, together with 
80 to 85 per cent of the usual fresh 
egg supply, it was said the supply 
of feed would be “very much be- 
low” the smallest quantity used for 
such purposes in any recent year.

east of the Mississippi except West

Price Ratio Upset. 

Other statements in the report 
may be summarized as follows: 

By early winter the number of 
meat animals will be the smallest 
in 35 years. 

A “very marked reduction” in 
slaughter supplies in 1935 is, in 
prospect. 

The general quality and finish of 
such animals “will be much below 
average.” 

Feed prices have advanced out 
of proportion to livestock prices 
and unless they are adjusted many 
farmers will be forced to sell their 
stock. 

May Import Wheat. 

Farmers’ intentions to buy feed 
were much in excess of intended 
sales, the report added, and these 
intentions “can only be harmonized 
if those intending to buy should 
materially reduce their purchases 
below their indicated expectations, 
and those having surpluses for sale 
should change their feeding plans 
so that they may have additional 
supplies to sell.” 

The bureau foresaw the possibil- 
ity of some importations of wheat 
for feeding if feed grain prices rise 
too high, but saw little opportunity 
for importation of corn until the 
new Argentine crop is harvested. 

The bureau said hogs present the 
most serious feeding problem. 

The bureau said that if hogs in 
the drouth area of the corn belt 
were finished to an average of 190 
pounds, it would require ‘“‘more corn 
than there now is in most of these 
states and their present supplies 
are largely needed for maintaining 
other stock.” 

Commenting on the situation in 
Missouri, the Dakotas, Kansas and 
Nebraska, the report said that “feed 
grain production in this group of 
states is so small that the avail- 
able supply on farms is not suffi- 
cient for even a minimum ration, 
and either additional supplies must

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BOY, 7, STRANGLED

A T-year-old school boy, John 
Feeney Jr., was found strangled to- 
day and crammed into an old trunk 
in a squatter’s shack near the aban- 
doned bed of the Morris canal.

It was lighter 
than ordinary sash cord, and had 
been twisted tightly about the boy’s 
neck several times. A _ physician 
placed the time of death at approx- 
imately 9 o’clock last night. 

The boy left his home in Bayonne, 
which is just across the canal bed 
that forms the Jersey City-Bayonne 
City line, after he returned from 
school yesterday afternoon. He was 
not seen afterward. 

Homicide squad detectives, who 
took over the investigation, imme- 
Giately started a hunt for two men 
who were known to frequent the 
dumps in the vicinity of the shack.

The boy’s father told police how 
he and the child’s playmates 
searched through the dumps last 
night before he reported the boy 
missing. 

Feeney, an oil company employe, 
said that during the search he and 
the children visited the shack sev- 
eral times, thinking the boy ws 
hiding or playing there. 

“We saw no trunk in the place at 
any time,” he said.

| An incident in which Lord Cush- 
endun heaved a book across the 
floor of Parliament at Winston 
Churchill, then a member of the 
Asquith cabinet, is still recalled in 
the House of Commons. The in- 
cident occurred during bitter de- 
bate over the Irish home rule 
question, in which Cushendun was 
a staunch advocate of unionism. 

As a member of Commons in 
1922, Lord Cushendun, then Ron- 
ald John McNeill, denounced con- 
ditions on Ellis Island and the 
treatment of immigrants by the 
United States, which drew a reply 
from Washington. 

Three years before, he expressed 
' resentment at American “interfer- 
' ence” on the Irish question. 

The barony was conferred on him 
by King George in 1927 after he 
had become Chancellor of the 
Duchy of Lancaster. Lord Cushen- 
dun signed the Kellogg-Briand 
peace pact in Paris in 1928. He was 
the author of several historical 
| works. 

Lord Cushendun served as Con-

Secretary of War Dern in 
| Speech at St. Paul Calls for 
| Treaty Ratification. 


a the Associated Press. 

| ST. PAUL, Minn., Oct. 12.—Sec- 
\retary of War Dern today opened 
‘the administration’s new campaign 
to have the St. Lawrence seaway 
and power project ratified by the 
Senate. 

A treaty, under which the United 
States and Canada would extend 
oceangoing navigation to the Great 
Lakes and develop hydro-electric 


power, was defeated at the last ses- 
sion. 

Dern, in a speech today, set the 
total cost of the seaway at $543,- 
429,000 and said: 

“If the present generation is to 
reap the benefits from this great 
undertaking it should be speedily 
started. Its prosecution should go 
hand in hand with the development 
of the interior waterway system of 
the Mississippi River, with which it 
is so closely associated. 


Seaboard Opposition. 

“The opposition to ratifying the 
treaty is due to a variety of rea- 
sons. Certain of our seaboard com- 
munities, having prospered by rea- 
son of heavy expenditures of public 
funds for harbor development, now 
object to similar expenditures tc 
benefit other sections of the coun- 
try. 

“There is an understandable, 
but I believe, a shortsighted oppo- 
sition on the part of the railroads, 
which fear a diversion of traffic. 
Some objection has been raised by 
the people of Chicago who fear, but 
I am satisfied without adequate 
reason, that the project will fur- 
ther reduce the amount of water 
to be drawn from Lake Michigan 
for sewage disposal purposes, a 
question that has been adjudicated 
by the Supreme Court.

An annual interest saving of 
about $14,500,000 was effected by 
the refinancing operation, making 
the total interest reduction on out- 
standing securities $32,000,000 in 
the last 12 months.

sion to increase its power from 1000 
to 2500 watts in the daytime and 
from 500 to 1000 watts at night. 
When the new construction is com- 
pleted, which should be by the first 
of the year, KSD will have one of 
the most complete and efficient 
broadcasting plants in the country. 
Its transmission of programs will 
be of the “high fidelity’ type, as 
the new equipment is designed to 
cover a tonal range from 30 to at 
least 10,000 cycles. This will make 
possible broadcasting from its own 
studios the deepest notes of a piano 
and full orchestra and the harmoni- 
ca and overtones that make for 
realism of reception in the home. 


More Efficient Aerial. 


KSD has been operating with 1000 
watts in the daytime for several 
months, but has been limited to use 
of 500 watts at night. Work on a 
more efficient aerial, designed es- 
pecially for night use, is well under 
way, and this should be in use reg- 
ularly for 1000-watt broadcasting by 
the end of this month. Construc- 
tion of new amplifier, to make pos- 
sible 2500-watt transmission in the 
daytime, will begin this month, and 
KSD should be ready by Jan. 1 to 
use the full power authorized. 

The new studios, and accompany- 
ing program offices and broadcast 
control rooms, will occupy all of the

NEWSPAPER FINED

EXAGGERATION AND MUSSOLINI. 


A letter writer took us to task yesterday for ques- 
tioning the size of Mussolini’s audience at Milan. He 
described himself as shocked at what he character- 
ized as this lack of respect on our part for the Ital- 
ian dictator. With all due regard for the sensibili- 
ties of our correspondent, we must suggest that he 
needs to find out something about the way Musso- 
lini’s activities are propagandized. 

Shortly before his recent transfer to Berlin from 
Rome, Wallace R. Deuel, one of the ablest members 
of the Chicago Daily News’ foreign staff, prepared 
a series of articles analyzing the enigmatic head of 
the Italian state. We quote an illuminating passage 
from the first of these articles: 


—— -—» 


An ingenious propaganda system is constantly 
at work painting certain colors into the world’s 
picture of Mussolini, just as the censorship is con- 
stantly at work painting certain other colors out 
of it. One of the Duce’s qualities which the 
propaganda system is most concerned to impress 
upon the world is his tremendous energy. There- 
fore, when he makes a speech which lasts 15 
minutes, the report is very likely to be given 
out that he has spoken for an hour and a half 
instead. 

The cumulative effect of such additions of 
coloring matter over a period of years has-been 
to create the impression that the Duce has al- 
most superhuman energy. In reality, he accom- 
plishes not much more and not much less than 
most other national executives. One of the 
reasons for this campaign of the propaganda sys- 
tem is the real or fancied need of counteracting 
fears for Mussolini’s health, arising from the 
stomach ulcers from which he has been known 
to suffer in the past. |

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE challenge, oft repeated, to the con- 

stituted authorities, both Federal and 

State, by the gangster element reached 
its climax in the attempt to assassinate C. 
Arthur Anderson, Prosecuting Attorney of 
St. Loufs County. It was obviously the idea 
of the intending assassins to force his car 
off the road in a somersault and then claim, 
if death resulted, that it was due to a road 
accident. 

No nation can endure when the criminal 
element terrorizes the Judges and Prosecut- 
ing Attorneys, who, in the discharge of their 
duties, are trying them for crime. It is, of 
course, impossible to name the attempted 
assassins of Mr. Anderson, or to state wheth- 
er this dastardly act resulted from his re- 
cent successful prosecution of one of the 
kidnapers of Dr. I. D. Kelley. However, it 
is to be remembered that there was a recent 
attempt against his assistant and a like at- 
tempt of a similar character against a po- 
lice officer in the county, not long ago. 

After the United States declared war upon 
Germany, President Wilson, the great paci- 
fist, said: “Force, force to the limit,” in the 
prosecution of the war. The determined ef- 
fort of the gangster element, entrenched in 
wealth and power, to prevent prosecution for 
their crimes must be met by the superior 
power of government, if it is to survive. 

Some years ago, in Virginia, Judge Thorn- 
ton L. Massie, a Circuit Judge, who fear- 
lessly tried a criminal case, was murdered 
on the bench in his courtroom by one of the 
defendants, who expiated his crime in the 
penitentiary.

The gangsters, and particularly the kid- 
napers, have thrown down the gage of battle 
both to the Federal and state governments. 
A number of Department of Justice men 
have been killed, as well as innumerable 
Sheriffs, Constables, policemen and other 
law enforcement officers. Each successful 
murder, where the criminal is not convicted, 
encourages the gangster element to further 
atrocities and the determination to wipe out 
law-cnforcing agencies by instilling into the 
hearts of Judges and Prosecutors the fear 
of death, or great bodily harm, if they have 
the temerity fearlessly to discharge their 
duties. One of the field men of the Income 
Tax Department was beaten almost to death 
within the past year at Kansas City because 
he developed fraudulent income tax returns 
on the part of criminals. This crime was 
never solved. 

It is obvious that it is the duty of the 
Government of the State of Missouri and of 
all law-enforcing agencies, both State and 
Federal, to bend every effort in the detec- 
tion, prosecution and conviction of the crim- 
inals who murderously assaulted Mr. Ander- 
son. Let the Governor immediately offer the 
maximum reward for arrest and conviction 
of these criminals, and the city and county 
organizations offer a large additional reward 
in this, or any repetition of such crime, 

What family can be safe in the security 
of its home, when crimes of this character 
go “unwhipt of justice’? The horrors of 
Dante’s Inferno and of Milton’s Paradise 
Lost are vividly exemplified in the agonies 
of a family which has undergone the horrors 
of kidnaping. No wonder that some Amer- 
ican families have sent their loved ones to 
Europe for safekeeping, thereby exposing 
our country to infinite derision and shame.

of the constituted State authorities. This 
apathy must and will end. 

All of these crimes are a symptom of civic 
decadence which, I trust, presage a rebirth 
of righteousness and justice. History teaches 
that periods of moral laxity and rampant 
crime are often followed by higher and purer 
ideals of government. 

Fortunately for the states, the Federal 
Government, now fortified with strong stat- 
utes, is beginning effectively to war upon 
organized crime. The Federal Department 
of Justice cannot better use its new powers 
than in the solution of this attempted assas- 
sination of Mr. Anderson. No doubt it will 
co-operate in every way with the State au- 
thorities, and may work out with as brillianc 
a result as in the Lindbergh and Dillinger 
cases, 

. * * 


The Kelley case has already been marked 
by the murder of one witness, which was the 
first challenge to government. Emboldened 
by that horrible crime, perhaps, these same 
gangsters have plotted against the responsi- 
ble officials of the State Government and 
have concluded to sacrifice them upon the 
altar of their crime. If this is permitted, it 
may be some time before there will be a 
vigorous prosecution of another kidnaping 
case, or of a crime of equal horror, because 
the Judge, Prosecuting Attorney and prose- 
cuting witnesses may all be marked for de- 
struction. This is no fantasy, but a sav- 
age reality. 

In the last analysis, the question is: Shall 
the Government survive and our peopte en- 
JOY peace and security, or shall organized 
crime triumph and scrap our constitutional 
guaranties of life, liberty and happiness? The 
answer must be: “Force, force to the limit.” 
The constituted authorities should be amply 
able to cope with organized crime. No vigi- 
lante committees are required. We need 
strong, not feeble government. 

Let the Government in thunder tones say 
in the eloquent language of Cicero te the 
organized gangsters, kidnapers, extortion- 
ists bandits and killers: “Quousque tan- 
dem abutere, Catalina, patientia nostra?”

BEST CROWD OF WEEK 


Charles Gorham on Spring- 
field Wins Spectacular 
$500 Jumper Stake. 


The St. Louis National Horse 
Show, with but two more perform- 
ances to run, is gaining in attend- 
ance. Last night, when two show 
championships were decided, 9000 
persons, the largest crowd of the 
week, saw the.show at the Arena. 


In the more spectacular of the 
two championships, the $500 jumper 
stake, Harry Gorham of Morris, 
Ill., took first place, when his son, 
Charles, rode the dark brown geld- 
ing, Springfield, to an almost fault- 
less win over the “A” jumping 
course, the most difficult in the 
show. 

The event was the last on the pro- 
gram, and part of the crowd had 
gone, but those who remained gave 
Springfield and his rider the most 
spontaneous applause of the eve- 
ning. 

Trying Course. 

The course, criss-crossing over 
the Arena tan-bark, starts out with 
low natural rails and then immedi- 
ately presents its toughest obstacle, 
three four-foot three-inch posts and 
rails spaced only 24 feet apart. 
Springfield’s only fault, after previ- 
ous horses had bundered ruinously 
here, was to knock off the top rail 
of the third post. 

The course then lies over a four- 
foot-six stone wall, a low oxer, back 
over the natural rails, triple bars, 
a four-foot picket gate, and, finally, 
a four-foot six slate gate. Atop 
all obstacles were thin, wooden slip- 
fillets, ordinarily used only in the 
touch-and-out.

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1000 RELIEF FAMILIES 
CAN FOOD FOR WINTER 


St. Clair County Work Con- 
ducted on Extensive Scale 
This Year. 


More than 1000 families in St 
Clair County have been enabled to 
provide free foodstuffs for them- 
selves for the winter by working in 
the four canneries operated by the 
St. Clair Emergency Relief Commis- 
sion, Mrs. F. J. Craddock, director 
of community canneries, announced 
yesterday. 

Two largest of the canneries are 


situated in East St. Louis, another 
in Brooklyn, a Negro village north 
of East St. Louis, and a fourth in 
O'Fallon. Since the canneries were 
established on Aug. 2, almost 55,000 
cans of vegetables have been put 
up. By the time the season ends, 
at the first frost, more than 75,000 
cans will have been turned out, Mrs. 
Craddock predicted. Last year, with 
only one station in operation, relief 
clients put up 23,551 cans. 

The canning equipment is fur- 
nished by the Government through 
the Illinois Emergency Relief Com- 
mission. Families wishing to do 
any canning bring their produce to 
a cannery, where they have free ac- 
cess to the equipment. Relief cli- 
ents are allowed to keep every can 
put up, while those not on relief 
must donate half their products to 
the emergency relief, which stores 
the foodstuffs in a depot for distri- 
bution to the needy during the win- 
ter. Fifteen to 60 canners are at

WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—Inves- 
tors were warned today against 
buying warehouse receipts for new 
whisky with a view to selling them 
at a huge profit when the liquor 
has reached the bottled-in-bond age. 
Dr. James M. Doran, supervisor 
of the Distillers’ Code Authority, 
issued the caution in a letter to 
Director Louis Rothschild of the 
Better Business Bureau of Wash- 
ington. The bureau said other bu- 
reaus throughout the country had 
reported former stock and oil sales- 
men had turned to whisky ware- 
house receipts “promising large re- 
turns to the investing public.” 
Doran said some of the promo 
tional literature pointed to the 
bonded whisky shortage and by 
“very misleading inferences” indi- 
cated prohibition’s high prices 
would be realized on the liquor now

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Many Ways to Use Dried Beef

Many Ways to Use Dried Beef. 
A question as to ways in which 
to use dried or chipped beef in ad- 
dition to “just creaming it’ prompt- 
ed today’s column. 
Variously known as dried, smoked 
or chipped beef this product is one 
of the most useful of meats. It is 
™ |made from round of beef, first 
corned or pickled, then smoked like 
ham. Since so much of the mois- 
ture dries out of it, it's food value 
is concentrated—so is it’s flavor— 
and a smaller amount of it is need- 
ed than fresh meat. There is no 
waste to dried beef; it keeps well, 
and has an agreeable, nutty flavor 
that makes it popular. It must be 
remembered that it is preserved 
partly by being salted and that 
some of the salt should be taken 
out before using, or that it should 
/be used with bland foods to which 
it may be depended on to add fla- 
| vor. Dried beef may be bought in 
'glass jars, in boxes, or loose—it is 
always sliced very thin—and can be 
used for making appetizers, for 
breakfast, luncheon or dinner 
dishes as the following recipes will 
show. In each case we have sug- 
gested foods to serve with the meat 
to make a well balanced and at- 

tractive meal. 
Dried Beef a la King. 

Dried beef a la king is quickly 
prepared. For six people buy one 
y ‘half pound dried beef. Set aside 
four or five slices to use with 
scrambled eggs next morning. Pull 
the rest of the beef into small 
pieces and cover with boiling wat- 
er. Let stand three minutes, then 
drain thoroughly. Melt four table- 
spoons butter in a small saucepan, 
add two teaspoons minced onion, 
half a green pepper cut in thin 
strips, three or four mushrooms cut 
in slices and a canned pimiento cut 
in pieces. Let cook slowly for 5 
minutes, then stir in four table- 
spoons flour. When mixed, add 
two and one-half cups milk and stir 
‘constantly until the sauce is thick- 
|ened and boiling. Season with one- 
| half teaspoon worcestershire sauce, 
‘one teaspoon lemon juice and a lit- 
tle pepper. Stir in the meat, heat

Dried Beef Rolls. 

Dried beef rolls make a popular 
dish for a family dinner.

er and bake in a hot oven for 15 
minutes. Do not salt the potatoes, 
and be sure to spread a good thick 
layer of them on the beef slices so 
that the rolls will be thick when 
cooked. Serve two rolls to a por- 
tion.

Adding the recom- 
mended quantity of milk per day (a 
quart per day for each child and a 
pint for each adult), and with gen- 
erous quantities of breads anil ce- 
reals, those meals would furnish 
proteins and minerals and vitamins 
and also the energy values required 
for good health. They would be 
cheap meals, too—as you can prove 

to yourself by trying them. 

You notice, however, that they in- 
cluded a good deal of whole wheat 
bread, whole wheat cereal and oat- 
meal, as well as plenty of white 
bread. This would not be important 
if you had plenty of green vegeta- 
bles and plenty of meats day in and 
day out, but where you have to 
plan for rock-bottom cost, every bit 
of food value is important. The 
breadstuffs and cereals are energy 
foods, and because they must be 
plentiful in low-cost meals, the 
thrifty thing to do is to make them 
count for all they are worth in oth- 
er ways, too, Since the whole grains 
are good sources of iron, one of the 
cheapest ways to build up the iron 
content of your meals is to use 
plenty of whole grain cereals, dark 
flours and dark breads.

Not an Accurate System. 


HE round system seems to 

have been proved a most un- 
satisfactory and inaccurate means 
of determining a winner in these 
davs of decision contests. 

The judgment of round values 
is haphazard and the wide varia- 
tion of opinions as to the award 
of the rounds at the close of al- 
most every fight evidence of 
the weakness of the system. 

Giving a round to a _ losing 
fighter on allegations of an op- 
ponent’s foul that frequently are 
based on very dubious facts, 
makes the correctness of a déci- 
sion by rounds questionable. 

The [Illinois point-scoring 
tem or even that used in amateur 
competitions is far superior to 
the round plan. Scoring by points 
gives a record of the DEGREE 
of superiority shown by the win- 
ner of a round and shows wheth- 
er he won by a shade or by ham- 
mering his man to the floor. 

It gives credit for good work 
performed in proportion to its im- 
portance, whether in an early or 
late drive. It gives recognition 
to that boxer who in two or three 
rounds rolled up more points 
than the other fellow does in sev- 
en rounds.

OME accounts of the world 
TS certea games would have us 
believe that it was strictly a man- 
eating affair with rough-house 
plays spicing every occasion.

ERE is a letter from a lonely 

mother, and it tells a _ pitiful 

story. She has lost her only 
child, a lovely girl of 20, of bril- 
liant gifts and beautiful nature. 

The sorrow is made the keener 
by the fact that some time before 
the end the gir! lost her reason, cue 
to nervous over-strain in working 
too long and too hard at her 
studies. 

The mother wants to know if 
there is any ground for thinking 
that her child might have been 
spared if her work in life had been 
less exacting—or if everyone hasan 
appointed time to die. 

Also, she wonders if our dead 
know anything about us—if they 
gee us and still care for us and 
know our sorrow—and if such a 
calamity as nervous breakdown con- 
tinues in the next world. 

All of us know what it is to re- 
proach ourselves for not having 
dene something or other, which we 
think might have lengthened the 
life of a loved one. But we ought 
not to do so. 

We can never tell before the 
event what the specific result of 
an action may be. All we can do 
is to do the best we know at the 
moment—even an angel cannot do 
more. 

Every human body is like a clock 
wound up to go for a certain time. 
We can stop the clock, and we can 
shorten life. But that we have an 
appointed time to die is not clear. 

Does anyone think that the mil- 
lions of boys killed in the war had 
lived out their allotted span? No, 
human wickedness and folly de- 
prived them of life here, and de 
prived us of them. 

A disordered brain is like a harp 
out of tune. The soul is the player 
and gets a new organ at death, one 
that cannot break or wear out. 
The player is free to make nobler 
music. 

The one thing that can bridge the 
gulf of death is love. It is the radio 
of heaven, and we may be sure that 
those who loved us here love wus 
still, and that “love will never lose 
its own.”
